Chicago, May 2?.—At a m eeting of 
the associated 
b uilding trades 
last 
night at which tw enty -nine trades af­ 
filiated with the b uilding industries 
were represented, it was decided that 
no action will b e taken which will tend 
to drag the b uilding trades into the 
team sters’ strike. 
This action will 
go far tow ard restricting the strike to 
its present lim its. 
T here is no m ovem ent on foot at 
present looking toward a settlem ent of 
the strike. 
May or Dunne for the first 
tim e since the com m encem ent of the 
team sters’ 
strike 
declares 
that 
he 
knows of no contem plated plans for 
peace. 
The m ay or talked as though 
he had ab andoned hopes of a settle­ 
m e n t 
R ioting has b roken out airesh in the 
team sters* strike, and although nob ody 
was seriously hurt, there were a num ­ 
b er of vicious fights in the lum b er dis­ 
trict, during which the police were 
compelled to use their club s, and in 
one instance fevoly ers in order to dis- 
peres the mob s. 
A serious nght took place at the 
corner of Canal and Madison streets, 
adjoining the passenger depot of the 
Pennsy lvania railroad. 
The wagon of 
an express company , although protect­ 
ed b y a policem an and a deputy sheriff 
and b earing a federal injunction pla­ 
card .'w as attacked b y a large crowd. 
The policem an display ed his revolver 
b ut the crowd, pay ing no attention to 
him, rushed at the wagon and. seizing 
the wheels, attem pted to overturn It. 
A riot call b rought from the Des- 
plaines 
street 
police 
station, 
four 
squares distant, a large force of offl 
cere, who dispersed the crowd and a r­ 
rested ab out forty of the most active 
in the disturb ance. 
The worst fight in the lum b er dis­ 
tric t occurred at Twenty -second street 
and A shland avenue, w here a crowd 
of men and b oy s had hurled stones aud 
club s at every passing lum b er wagon 
Finally a wagon on which Police Offi­ 
cer Bagenski was a passenger came 
along and the mob greeted it with the 
usual volley of stones. 
They also 
threatened to attack the driver, and 
the situation was so arduous that the 
officer, draw ing his revolver, fired six 
shots at the crowd, which b roke and 
fled In wild confusion. 
None of the 
b ullets hit any b ody . 
Last evening general rioting was 
prevalent throughout the lum b er dis­ 
trict and particularly in the territory 
near the Intersection of Thirty -fifth 
street and C enter avenue. The lum b er 
wagons returning from m aking deliv­ 
eries were attacked b y crowds at ev­ 
ery availab le opportunity .

sulting from recent b ackw ard w eather 
which has also b een used as a lever to 
affect corn and cotton. 
Collections re­
